The complete opening up of. the 
Alberta Coa! Branch railway offa its 
tributary epur lines: will mark a 
stride in the commercial progress and 
prosperity of the city and district of 
of Bdmonton, the magnitude and im- 
portance of which are today onty dim- 
ly realized by the public. With the 
establishment of regular traffic on 
these lines there wil] be brought into 
direct railroad communication with 
this city a great district, extraordi- 
narily rich in deposits of a high-grade 
coal, Four well-equipped colliertes 
will commence at once to ship the 
great volume of their output to Ed- 
monton, which ig the natural and in- 
evitable distributing centre of the 
Western coal region—not only be- 
cause, by reason of its situation and 
the great railroad system radating 
from it, this city is the true gateway 
of the north, the south and the east, 
but also because the companies op- 
erating the mines have, and will nec- 
esgarily continue to have, their head 
offices located here. And to the city 
and to the district generally there will 
accrue all the known benefits, Indus- 
trial and commercial, which are en- 
joyed by the shipping points of rich 
com) areas the wide world over, 

These, benefits are evidenced go con- 
vineingly by the swift and sustained 
growth of Pittsburg and other great 
coal centres, and are so generally ad- 


mitted and appreciated that it would 
be idle to insist upon them at this 
point. It may, however, be wel) to 
impress the fact that a shipping cen- 
tre participates either directly or in- 
directly in almost every dollar that 


is paid by the consumer of the article 
shipped through that centre, while, 
at the same time, in benefits, in great 
er or less degree, by almost every dol- 
lar that is expended by the producer 
in placing his goods upon the market. 


In our own instance the effect of the 
active development of the Alberta 
Coal Branch area must be to hasten 
materially the growth and develop- 
ment of the Edmonton district, Trade 
and commerce in every branch will 


share in the increased prosperity, and 


the values of land—city, suburban 
and rural will be proximately en- 
hanced, 

The Western coal mines at present 
in course of development are merely 
the first pioneers of the industry in 
that region. They “re but the fore- 
runners of ‘many other collieries 
which will of a certainty be opened 
up, slowly at first, perhaps, but sure- 
ly, and with increasing rapidity, 
when railroad facilities are available 
for the shipment to the ground of 
plant and machinery necessary for 
their operation, It is asserted by ex- 
perts that the whole region tapped 
by the branch line is honeycombed 
with deposits of coal f excellent 
quality, and that the area now being 
worked is quite inconsiderable when 
compared with that which remains 
to be opened up. 

One mine alone has tunnelled into 
five seams of coal ranging in height 
from five feet to twenty feet, and on 
other properties the existence of 


seams of even greater depth has been 


ascertained. When one reflects that 
these huge masses of coal, dipping 
down from the fac of the moun- 
tains clear, into the depths of the 
earth, are streaked thickly through- 


out a district approximately one hun- 
dred miles long and thirty miles 
wide, one is forced to the conclusion 
that here, at our very threshold, lies 
the course of time, be- 
come one of the greatest coal-mining 
districts on the North American con- 
tinent. And this is no mere exaggera- 
tion or claptrap The coal is there to 
speak for itself. Indications of searns, 
clear even to the layman, are to be 
seen in many railroad cuts and in 
other places where, by design or ac- 
cident, the outer covering of the earth 
has been disturbed. Moreover, those 
who assert the richness of the whole

only to travel along the freight roads 
over Which the heavy plant and msa- 
Ohinery, originally installed in the 
mines now under development, 
brought by Wagon, to form some idea 
of the difficulties and hardships which 
had to be faced by these pioneers of 
industry, and which must be 
shared, to a certain extent at ieast, 
by those who follow after them. 

And yet, despite the obstacles, 
difficulties and the hardships which 
lie between the coal deposita.and 
thosé who would mine them profit 
ably, the fact remains that these de- 
posits exist and are extremely valu- 
able, and it would indeed be strange 
if, when the wilderness has been par- 
tially conquered, and a railroad car- 
ried to within striking distance of new 
fields. the work of further develop- 
ment should not be carried on almost 
incessantly. In fact, within the past 
few weeks a powerful company, 
known as the British Collierles Com- 
pany has sent a large party of men 
back into the mountains of the coal 
branch region to commence the pre- 
liminary stages of development of a 
new mine, situated at a point about 
midway between the workings of the 
Mountain Park Coal Company and 
the Pacific Pass Company. 


The quality of the coal—a matter at 
least as important as its quantity 
has been proved both by analysis 
made by government experts and by 
“actual use, to be sound and high- 
grade, valuable not only as a steam 
or engine coal, but also for domestic 
use.
